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Status of the Rejections :- 

Claims 24, 25, 27, 32, 33, 37-41 are under consideration. 

The applicants have amended the scope of claim 40 to make it narrower. The examiner 
has expanded the restriction to include this group. 

The claims have been amended and have now overcome the 35 USC 1 12 1st para 
rejection. 

US 12/777340 is a later filed application which is drawn to a species that may read on 
the genus of claim 40 and since this is earlier filed no TD is required. 

"If two (or more) pending applications are filed, in each of which a rejection of one 
claimed invention over the other on the ground of provisional **>nonstatutory< double patenting 
(ODP) is proper, the >provisional< ODP rejection will be made in each application. If the 
>provisional< ODP rejection is the only rejection remaining in the earher-filed of the two 
pending apphcations, (but the later-filed application is rejectable on other grounds), the examiner 
should then withdraw *>the provisional ODP< rejection and permit the earlier-filed application 
to issue as a patent wdthout a terminal disclaimer."
